fOWN'S CELEBRATION NEEDS 


GREAT CITIES ALWAYS GIVEN 


HELP TO CARE FOR CROWDS. 


Gettysburg Faces a Gigantic Crowd 


Without Any Help Being Yet 


Extended. 


In the preparations for the great 


"ele'oration of the 50th anniversary of 
the Battle of Gettysburg, the town of 
Gettysburg has up to the present time 
received no adequate consideration as 
to its needs and how they should be 
met in caring for. the thousands -upon 
thousands of the general public beyond 
its capacity to entertain. 
The com- 


mission has been presented with the 
facts and has been appealed to again 
and again but the chairman of the 
commission has deliberately sidetrack- 
ed and prevented consideration, of thii 
subject matter. Every question of the 
kind is relegated to a later date. This 
is a crying injustice to the town and 
might result in putting tne town in a 
most unprepared condition. 


Gettysburg has a reputation, for tak- 


ing care of more people than any othei 
community of its size in the country 
and will unquestionably go to the limii 
of its capacity in -doing the trick again 
in 1913 but there are things Gettys- 
burg can not do and won't be able to 
do after the capacity has been exhaust- 
ed and no other provision made by 
those responsible for such a situation. 


The incapacity and absurdity of the 


attitude of the chairman of the com- 
mission was well Illustrated in the fol- 
lowing incident. He was asked at one 
of the meetings what would be done 
with the women and children going to 
Gettysburg. He "had no answer at the 
time. The next time he came to Get- 
tysburg he unloaded this very pert!; 
"nent, responsibility-by making-the ab- 
surd remark that Gettysburg .would 
have to take care of the women, and

A bureau should be 
established in town and as a great,part 
of its work will be for veterans, rind- 
ing quarters in the town, the mainte- 
nance of bureau should fall upon the 
State. The most systematic method of 
caring for the greatest number would 
be by,such a bureau with a retinue of 
employes keeping themselves in touch 
with every home so that no lodging 
place, be escaped and by preparing for 
use imblic places like school houses, 
court house, etc. ,

In tue Feoruary AMERICAN Maga 


zine appears Allan Pinkertou's un- 
published story of the drst attempt 
on the life of Abraham Lincoln. Jt is 
contained in a letter which Piukerton, 
the famous detective, wrote in 1866, 
but which has never before been puo- 
lished. Piubertou describes vividly 
how a plot bad beeu laid to kill Lin- 
coln .iu Baltimore on his way to 
Washington aud how he made the 
plans to avert the disaster. He ac- 
companied Lincoln from Philadel- 
p, ia to Washington. 
Lincoln was 


notified iu Philadelphia of the danger 
that had been discovered aud he put 
himself absolutely iu 
Pinkertou's 


hands. Preferring to PiuKerloo's, io- 
terview with Liucolu in Philadelphia, 
Pinkerton says iu his letter:— 


"Qudoubtedly this interview made 


a deep impression on Mr. Lincoln : 
for it will be remembered that the 
nest joao'-'rag, when he ran the Uniou 
flas; up the staff' over Indepeudeuce 
Hall, in a burst of patriotic fervor, he 
exclaimed : 'Now. my friends, can 
this country be saved upon this basis? 
[The promise of equal rights in the 
Declaration of Independence.] Jf it 
can. 1 will consider myself one of tne 
happiest men iu the world if I can 
help to save it 
If it cannot be saved 


upon tbat principle, it will be truly 
awful. But if this country cannot be 
saved without giving up that princi- 
ple. I was about to say, I would rather 
be assassinated on. this spot than to 
surrender it.';J

We call him only the ty- 
phoid fly, wnen his right name is the 
typhoid, tuberculosis, cholera, dysen- 
tery, cerebro spinal meningitis, con- 
tagious ophthalmia, dipthena and 
other diseases fly. 


"He starts out alone at the begin- 


ning of the season, and at the end his 
family is increased to 7.000,000 disease 
spreading grown-ups. 
He carries as 


many as 5,000,000 bacteria on the out- 
side of his body, and a good many on 
the inside. 


"His birthplace Is the exposed ma- 


nure-heap and outhouse, and "were 
filth unknown upon the earth the dc- 
mestle fly would not aud could not 
exist. 


"He visits the uuscreaned stable and 


is more than attentive to the tubercu- 
lous cow. and. for a change, flies out 
and rests and suns himself on the 
milk-utensils put In the sun to drain, 
air aud dry. 
This exposure of un- 


screened milk cans and pails to the 
fatal disease-breeding flies is univers- 
al, and they, when so exposed, uuder 
go contamination, aud the milk be- 
comes infected." 


Pennsylvania as a Fruit State. 
A. stuaent iu Indiana wrote to Prof. 


H. A. Surface, State Zootogist. Harris- 
burg, asking for information concern- 
ing the fruit growing sections of Penn- 
sylvania, saying that he would like to 
locate iu this State and go into the busi- 
ness of fruit growing. The reply Is 
not only of Interest to all such inquir- 
ies, but Is characteristic of State Zoolo- 
gists Surface in standing for the proper 
advancement of all this Great State.

most of us had the idea that there were 
ceitaiu sections of this State tual could 
be called fruit growing sections, aud 
others were something else. 
N"ow it 


JS definitely proven, chiefly by dem- 
oastartiou work of the Division of 
Zoology of the Department o! Agricu! 
tuiCj that absolutely every part of this 
State is well adapted to thegrowiugof 
some varieties. 


"In general, there are two distinct 


regions: the first of which is the south- 
eru aud lowland regiou, wherein cer- 
tain varieties like Ihe Jonathan, 
Smokehouse, York Imperial, paragou, 
Mother and others may leach their best 
perfection, and whicb do not do to well 
iu the northern or mountainous re- 
gions. Ju the latter auch varieties as 
the Gravensteiu, 
King, Ureeuiug, 


Northern Spy and Baldwin are con- 
spicuously succetsTul, while the^e in 
turn do not do so well in the loruaer 
regions 
Yet throughout the State 


ceitaiu varieties are generally adapted. 
Among these are such as tue Yellow

"Small fruits do well m all pars of 


the State, if given proper attention 
Plums aud pears do well in all coun- 
ties ol the State, aud, except iu such 
unusual seasons as we experienced 
last winter, we may justifiably expect 
fine results from peaches aud quinces 


"Of course, there are individual loca- 


tions or sites iu each county which are 
more adapted to satisfactory fruit pro- 
duction, as it Is important for one to 
be able to select good rich -and deep 
soil with fair soil drainage, aud eleva- 
tion of slope witn good air drainage. 
In the selection of a site with regard, 
to Immediate surroundings the nature 
of the soil is more important than is 
the mere choosing of any one general 
region in the State.

"Mr. Speaker, the fame of Abialiam 


Liocolu i&agrowiugoue. Forty-teveu 
years after his death his fame is, great- 
er today among his compatriots than 
ever before. Monuments have been 
built to Abraham Lincoln beginning 
almost with the time of his uuhappy 
decease, and as years 
KO by these 


monuments have been discarded b> 
T 


the American people as utterly inap- 
propriate and iusufHcieut to express 
the profound national appreciation 
the wondrous character of 
Lincoln. 


it was not that he was a ruthless 


conqueroi. it was not that he was a 
pagan philosopher, it was not that he 
was a Loreuz> di .Medici, patron of the 
fine arts, but that he was a great, pro- 
found studeot of human nature, with 
a sympathetic heart that beat in uui- 
son wiih the humblest citizen of uis 
native laud. 


And as that impression has gone 


forth throughout all the rank aud h'le 
of American citizenship, the monu- 
ment to Lincoln's fame has ga'ued an 
enduring foundation which will raise 
it to the eternal skies 


With all due respect to this Lincoln 


Commi&sion, no oue is prepared to ad- 
mit that they have spoken the final 
word for the preservation of Lincoln's 
fame, it .vould uot nave been possi- 
ble before the present time to secure 
an appropriation of 52,000,000 to com- 
memorate 
any 
American 
except 


Washington These other monuments 
have cost trifling sums in comparison, 
but they are discarded as utterly in- 
adequate for the purpose. Washing- 
ton contains Lincoln monuments, one 
at the courthouse and one on Liucoln 
Square. There is no dearth of Lincoln 
monuments, big and little, but they 
have not commanded the love and 
veneration of the American people as 
being expressive 
of the American 


Ideal.of Lincoln. 


I am opposed to this Greek temple 


on one hand and I am in favor of the 
highway on the other. My views are 
simply stated : First, I believe the 
Ureek temple is wholly inappropriate 
and will be so deemed by tne Ameri- 
can people. Second, 1 believe that 
the highway is nearer to a perpetual 
monument of Liueoln, nearer to ex- 
pressing the epoch of American his- 
tory, than any other form of memorial 
capable m or about the National Capi- 
tal. 


When this committee was chosen 


for the task of spending 32,000,000 or 
the people's money for a memorial in 
the " city of Washington, they were 
confronted at oace with the difficulty 
of spending that large sum without 
producing something that would de- 
tract from the National Capitol and 
the Washington Monument. It was 
a matter of some difficulty to spend. 
such a sum and get any adequate re- 
turn upon the money without erecting 
something that would produce an un- 
favorable comparison with the Wash- 
ington Monument. Finally the com- 
mittee hit on the Greek temple plan, 
or the Greek temple plan was con- 
ceived in the minds of the Fine Arts 
Commission, and the committee were 
induced to sanction it. 


JMr. Speaker, the Greek temple form 


of construction is a very familiar one 
to architects, as C understand. It has 
been adapted to all kinds of public 
buildings, treasuries, churches, librar- 
ies, and art galleries. It has been 
duplicated countless times in the city 
of Washington and in every other 
great capital in the world. It will be 
duplicated countless times. It is the 
most hackneyed form of architectural 
art known now to architects. 
Archi- 


tecture or art is. or should be, some 
expression of the age and clime which 
gives it birth 
The GreeK temple con- 


sists of a large rectangular building 
•svith 
a 
heavy,

ported by columns, it is the product 
of a land of peruet.ua] suusliiue. where 
light and air are free and where the 
only desirable quality- of the building 
is shade. We have transplanted that 
form to our laud of gray skies, to a 


better illustrated than in what hap- 
pened at the Bureau of Ennraviug and 
Priutmir, for in a buildmir of that

that your Fine Arts Commission actu 
ally drew plans for a school bulldiug 
in theJDistnct of Columbia in the form 
of the (Jreek temple, aud when it was 
fouud it would require artificial light 
in the daytime for the chilreu to study 
they discarded the scheme aud burued 
up the plans. So the Greek temple, 
beautiful as it may be, is not adapted 
to every possible purpose, and certain- 
ly it is not adapted to a commemor- 
ation of a great American commoner 
A week ago this day, when this mat- 
ter was supposed to come up, oue of 
the greatest artists iu the country, 
Gustou Borglum, was in the eilp of 
Washington. He is the man who 
molded tnat wonderful rugged head of 
biucoln that stands in the rotunda of 
this Capitol, the most remarkable 
head of Lincoln, that has ever been 
produced, i take it he is an artist 
whose artistic criticism is of some 
value. Borglum said that the Greek 
temple projeetdoes not contain 810,000 
worth of art "in the whole §2.000000 
worth of appropriation. He says that 
is a stonemason's joo. The hackneved 
temple design is simply enlarged to 
use up the requisite amount appropri- 
ated. .If Cougress had appropriated 
84,000.000, it could have made it twice 
as big .Yet that interview was taken 
by every reporter to the papers iu 
Washington and went into the waste- 
paper basket. Borglum says the epoch 
of Lincoln is tilled with all the mar 
velous tragedies of the human heart. 


It shows a great people emergiuu 


from the most tremendous struggle in 
history to solve the great problem of 
self-government, and the great pro- 
blem of justice aud equality to the 
weak, and that, 
being vital with 


everything that speaks of American 
life and American history, has been 
embalmed and ossified into a Greek 
temple borrowed from a distant age. 
and a pagan age at that. 


I am opposed to the Greek temple 


as wholly inappropriate under any 
aspect to express the American seti 
meut for Lincoln. My colleagues, 
this Greek temple proposition is not 
primarily a memorial to Lincoln at 
all. It is a nart of a much larger 
scheme, called, I believe, the "Mc- 
Millan plan" for the beautin'cation, as 
they call it. of Washington by turn- 
ing it into a vast mausoleum. Jf 
Couoress had appropriated §2,000,000 
for a memorial to Alexander Hamil- 
ton or'Tnomas Jefferson, or, perhaps, 
as the gentlemen from Illinois sug- 
gested, Jefferson Davis, the Fine Arts 
Commission would have dished up 
the same identical Greek temple. It 
is not any more appropriate for .Lin- 
coln, iii fact less appropriate for Lin- 


societies, that would make this mem- 
orial to Lincoln not only a memorial 
to eternity but a memorial which 
would constantly be more and more of 
a memorial, and not be discarded at 
some future date as utterly inadequate 
to express the national seutiuuent to- 
ward Lincoln, it could be made one 
of the show places of "America, If not 
the entire world. 


This memorial, this beautiful boule- 


vard, would reach from the Nation's 
Cipital lo the Nation's greatest battle- 
Held, to the culmination of that mighty 
struggle which solved for all time the 
question of the unity of the American 
jNatioti. Not a foreigner who came to 
our shores l>ut would make a pilgrim- 
age over ttiat mighty boulevard from 
the Capital to the battle field or from 
the battlefield to the Capital. Not an 
American citizen, not even an Ameri- 
can schoolboy, but would feel that the 
longing wish of his heart was to see 
the great battle field of Gettysburg 
and then the great Capital of the JSa- 
tion under whose flag he lives. 


That great battle field would be an 


object of pleasure and interesfbesides 
being an opening of America to Amer- 
icans. 
We send every year thousands 


of Americans and millions of Ameri- 
can dollars to Europe, and yet we 
have more in this country to show 
them of natural beauty and heroic 
and historic triumph than they have 
in sny country elsewhere on the civi- 
lized globe. 


That bouievard would reach from 


the Capital to that great cattle field 
which was immortalized not only by 
the burning words of Lincoln but by 
the dauntless heroism of the citizen 
soldiers of America, who on that

DANIEL B. MARTIN SUCCUMBS 


TO EXPOSURE 


A Faithful Dog Stood Watch over 


his Master for 


Many Hours. 


Almost buried in the snow and 


guaicled by his faithful dog, Daniel B. 
jM.'irtin, Charmian, loruiedy a mer- 
chant at Fountaindale and Charmian, 
was found in a dying condition near 
Beuna Vista station, last Wednesday 
afternoon. The aged man died soon 
afterward in the Beuna Vista post- 
office to which his body was removed. 
jMartin left his home Tuesda3" noon, 
stating that he was going to take a 


• short walk. His family heard noth- 
ing more of him until Wednesday af- 
ternoon when he was found. He spent 
the afternoon near Lake Royer and 
started home in the evening. It is be- 
lieved that he lost his way and in the 
iury of the snow storm which swept 
over that section, early Wednesday

building of roads by State-aid,

commonwealth to bear fifty per cent,

built. This plan it it purposed to pre- 
serve aud to make a liberal appropri- 
ation to carry it on.
